Government regulation of the 


railroads has failed. Proposed 
as 


an instrument for the prevention 
of cutthroat competition and un- 
fair rates, it has, instead, destroy- 
ed all competitive effort 
and 


steadily dnven rates upward. And 
now it is proposed that it be used 
to force trucks and buses in 
charge more than their services 
are worth, merely for the protec- 
tion of railroad rates. 
Perhaps the railroads would not 
be in 'their present 
deplorable 


plight if they had had a free hand 
in defending 
themselves against' 


competition, and bad depended less ; 
upon government guarantees.

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Don't Dread Weaning Baby, 


Or Put It Off Too Long 


This Normal Process Not a Serious Problem If Kept to 


Schedule and Under Proper Direction, But Should 
Never Be Delayed Beyond the Age of Nine Months.

HE young mother has many 
things to leain. She may be 
bewildered,

baby. 


Weaning often is made more dif- 


ficult than 
is

lowed it need not 
be 
a 
serious 


problem. 


Under normal 


c i r c umstances 
the w e a n i n g 
process 
should 


begin at about 
the 
eighth 
or 


ninth month. It 
may be under- 
taken when the 
baby is three 
m o n t h s , six 
months or nine months

old, 
but 


should never be delayed beyond this 
time. 


Whenever possible it should be 


planned so as to avoid weaning in 
hot weather. It it, more difficult tor 
the baby to digest its food during 
the hot days, and theie is more 
chance then of cow's milk becoming 
contaminated. 


Weanmg should be a gradual 


process. It should never be done 
suddenly. In certain cases, as 1:1 
lack of mother's milk, acute illness 
of the mother or disease of the 
breast, immediate weaning may be 
necessary. Early weaning is ad- 
vised, too, when there is a continu- 
ous failure of the baby to gam in 
•weight and the mother's milk is de- 
ficient in quality or in quantity. 


Many babv specialists advise a 


daily bottle for every infant after 
the second month. This should be 
given as the afternoon 
feeding. 


This arrangement provides a little 
more leisure for the mother and in 


tie, quickly adjusts itbclf to the new 
loutme. 


Complete \\canins should not 


take longer than lour weeks. Of- 
ten it is difficult for the infant to 
become accustomed to the bottle 
and such a case icquires a git.u 
deal of patience on the part oi the 
mother. 


There need be no alarm if the in- 


fant takes little nounshmcnt dur- 
ing the first fe\, da>s of weaning. 
When it becomes used to cow's milk 
the strength of tiie food formula 
may be increased, but the increase 
should be gradual, because any sud- 
den shift in the baby's diet may 
cause dibtrcis. The formula should 
only be altered by a physician's or- 
der. 


As the child grows older it should 


be encouraged to take milk from a 
small cup, which should be of a 
pleasing color and attiactive to the 
infant. 


The Physician's Supervision 


Solid foods should be added to 


each feeding as soon as possible. 
Ceieal and egg may be fed to the 
infant as early as the third month. 


Cod liver oil should be given 


twice a day. Stait with a teaspoon- 
ful and increase the amount to a 
teaspoonful and a half twice a day 
Orange juice or tomato juice should 
be included in the daily diet and is 
best gnen in the morning 


To determine whether the child 


is making satisfactory progress, it 
should be weighed at regular in- 
tervals. Under-feeding is shown if 
the weight drops off and continues 
to fall. O'^er-feeding is a frequent 
cause of distress Vomiting and re- 
peated colicky attacks are signs of 
over-feeding. 
Mothers reluctant to start wean- 


ing their babirs should remember 
that weaning is a normal process 
that need cause no anxiety. Never 
delay weaning, because it is more 
difficult to accomplish as tiie child

This No rmal Pro cess No t a Serio us Pro blem If Kept to 
Schedule and Under Pro per Directio n, But Sho uld 
Never Be Delayed Beyo nd the Age o f Nine Mo nths.

HE yo ung mo ther has many 
things to learn. She may be 
bewildered, 
amo ng 
o ther 
pro blems, with th a t o f weaning the 
baby. 
Weaning o ften is made mo re dif­ 
ficult 
than 
is 
necessary, 
f o r 
when a definite 
schedule is fo l­ 
lo wed it need no t 
be 
a 
serio us 
pro blem. 
Under no rmai 
ci r c umstances 
the w e a n i n g 
pro cess 
sho uld 
begin at abo ut 
the 
eighth 
o r 
ninth mo nth. It 
may be under­ 
taken when the 
baby 
is 
three 
m o n t h s , 
six 
mo nths o r nine 
__ , ___ 
sho uld never be delayed beyo nd this 
time. 
Whenever po ssible it sho uld be 
planned so as to avo id weaning in 
ho t weather, it is mo re difficult fo r 
the baby to digest its fo o d during 
the ho t days, and there is mo re 
chance then o f co w’s miik beco ming 
co ntaminated. 
Weaning sho uld be a gradual 
pro cess. It sho uld never be do ne 
suddenly. 
In certain cases, as in 
lack o f mo ther’s milk, acute illness 
o f the mo ther o r disease o f the 
breast, immediate weaning may be 
necessary. 
Early weaning is ad­ 
vised, to o , when there is a co ntinu­ 
o us failure o f the baby to gain in 
weight and the m o ther’s milk is de­ 
ficient in quality o r in quantity. 
Many baby specialists advise a 
daily bo ttle fo r every infant after 
the seco nd mo nth. This sho uld he 
given as the afterno o n feeding. 
This arrangement pro vides a little 
mo re leisure fo r the mo ther and in 
the end makes weaning less diffi­ 
cult. If so mething sho uld make sud- 
weaning necessary the infant, 
being accusto med to the daily bo t­ 


tle, quickly adjusts itself to the new 
ro utine. 
Co mplete 
weaning 
sho uld 
no t 
take lo nger than fo ur weeks. Of­ 
ten it is difficult fo r the infant to 
beco me accustomed to the bo ttle, 
and such a, case requires a great 
deal o f patience o n the p art o i the 
mo ther. 
There need be no alarm if the in­ 
fan t takes little no urishment dur­ 
ing the first few days o f weaning. 
When it beco mes used to co w’s milk 
the strength o f the fo o d fo rmula 
may be increased, but the increase 
sho uld be gradual, because any sud­ 
den shift in the baby’s diet may 
cause distress. The fo rm ula sho uld 
o nly be altered by a physician’s o r­ 
der*As the child gro ws o lder it sho uld 
he enco uraged to take milk fro m a 
small cup, which sho uld be o f a 
pleasing co lo r and attractive to the 
infant. 
The Phy sician’» Superv ision 
So lid fo o ds sho uld be added to 
each feeding as so o n as po ssible. 
Cereal and egg may be fed to the 
infant as early as the third mo nth. 
Co d liver o il sho uld be given 
twice a day. Start with a teaspo o n­ 
ful and increase the amo unt to a 
teaspo o nful and a half twice a day. 
Orange juice o r to mato juice sho uld 
be included in the daily diet and is 
best given in the mo rning. 
To determine whether the child 
is making satisfacto ry pro gress, it 
sho uld be weighed at regular in­ 
tervals. Under-feeding is sho wn if 
the weight dro ps o ff and co ntinues 
to fall. Over-feeding is a frequent 
cause o f distress. Vo miting and re­ 
peated co licky attacks are signs o f 
o ver-feeding. 
Mo thers reluctant to sta rt wean­ 
ing their babies sho uld remember 
that weaning is a no rmal pro cess 
that need cause no anxiety.^ Never 
delay weaning, because it is mo re 
difficult to acco mplish as the child 
gro ws o lder. Pro per weaning do ne 
gradually and under the super­ 
visio n o f a physician is no thing to 
be dreaded.
